Concordia Athletes of the Week 


Sue Kaye of the women's hockey team and Gavin Musgrave of the men’s basketball team 
have been named Concordia Stinger athletes of the week for the period ending Jan. 21. 

Kaye, a psychology student, was named to the all-star team at the High Peaks Women’s 
Hockey Tournament in Lake Placid, N.Y., on the weekend. The Truro, N.S. native played exceptional 
hockey in Concordia’s two games, a 2-1 shootout victory over McGill in the consolation final and a 
tough 4-3 shootout loss to Cornell in the opening round. Kaye is a third-year defender. 

Musgrave, a guard, was impressive in three contests last week. In Concordia’s 71-68 win 
over Laurentian on Saturday, he was the Stingers’ leading scorer with 20 points and seven 
rebounds. He also picked up 16 points in Concordia’s tough 83-76 loss to McGill last Wednesday. 
Playing all 40 minutes versus York last Friday, he showed off his defensive skills, nabbing four 
steals. He played 113 minutes out of 120 in three games. The Montreal native is a second-year exer- 
cise major.
